DEFEATS OF THE [MPRRIALISTS, , 
‘With: reference to the. Waichow rebellion, 
of which I wrote in'my letter of the 20th ult.’ 
which was published in your izene of the 22nd, a 
certain peraon lately returned from Waichow 
gives the following dotails:—The headquarters 
of the rebels, he says, are af Num Shaan, the men 
being scattered about in different encampments, 
some at Tam Soh, somo at Ping Shan, somo at 
Ping Tam andother places. Itisnota fact that 
all of them refrained from pillage; some of them 
did rob, and whenever they came acrogs anyone 


‘| speaking Hunan or Manchu dialect they pro- 


ooeded .tor kil him, though those: not spoak- 
ing such dinlects were treated leniontly. A few 
days ago when tho Imperial troops, under the 
command of Mn Wai Keo, went to Ping Tum.to 
attack the rébels, Tho latter lay in ambush in’ 
the sugarcane plantations and as the Imperial’ 
troops were marching past diacharged a volley vf 
muskeiry, which tliraw them into confusion and 
panic, some being killed and some wounded, 
Many ran away, aud others threw thomeclves into 
doep ditchos. Upon learning of this catastrophe 
General Lin Pang Shing led fits army to their 
roscno: but before he arrived on the spot the 
Yobela had fled to their’ mountain  festnesses, 
Ping Tam is not for from Waichow city, and 
as the inhabitants wero panie-stricken, in consa- 
quence of the disturbances, the city gate was 
closdd for a fow days.

. RUSSIAN RAILWAYS IN CEN- 
TRAL ASIA.‘ 
eee : 

In the Doily. Chronicle Mr. Henry Norman 
describes an interesting railway journey along 
the Russian lines from Baku through the Trans- 
Caspian military district to Bokhara. From 
his narrative we extract the following :— - : 

Nothing impresses you so much on this 
Trans-Caspian journey os the’ names of ‘the 
places at which the train stops.

Well, tho train slackens 
speed on the second evening, draws up to a 
long platform full of brilliant uniforms whoss 
wearers are escorting elegant, ‘ladies, ‘while 
a band satrikea up a gay tune; you passa row 
of brightly-lighted offices where rows of clerks 


and telegraph-operators. are at work, and your | 


window stops exactly opposite the word “' Mory” 
over the ‘contral doorway. ‘You’ cannot: quite 
believe it. But itisa fact,and x0 ia the branch 
line that runs from ‘bere to’ Kushkinski Post, 
on the very: frontier of Afghanistan, less thun 
eighty miles from.
